The five days of the competi- 
tion were held, in the main. In 
an oxcitlng struggle.

I he former are 
well known, the latter mado a 
name for Ihomsdves for the first 
llino al the major events of the 
past season. In the closing day of 
tha dancing competition they 
allowed a different approach to 
the free dance. While the former 
made H one whole (like, for In- 
stance, did Brllona Torvill and 
Dean], the latter chose n dlf- 
loronl way, making a danco of 
four parls. We must give credit 
to the rivals. Both pairs put their 
techniques, soul and heart into 
Uio performance — and even 
friinethlng simply inexplicable. 
Judging by Iho reaction of the 
audience {the Palacu of Sport 
was packed l foi many the deci- 
sion ol Iho Judges to give victory 
to (he young duet was not con- 
vincing. even though U does not 
lower the excellent merits of 
Klimova oud Ponomarenko. But 
you cannot argue with judges. 

There was again an excellent 
showing by Alexander Fadeyev, 
who tonk iho first place In hts 
stride. Second -pi need Vladimir 
Kotin showed lino elegancy and 
mastery. A recent 1003 Juni- 
or world tltllsl Viktor Pet- 
renko, 15, from Odessa, did well, 
too. His Tree programme, both Us 
composition and performance, de- 
serve scrutiny. The main thing Is 
that he did not get confused 
before experienced fighters but 
managed to be among the lop 
three. 

Leningrad pair— Larisa Selez- 
nyova and Oleg Makarov — this 
time took the pairs. The work 
of coaches and spouses Tamara 
and Igor Musk v in is fairly noti- 
ceable In world sport. Thus, 
third finisher Yelena Bechko and 
Valery Kornlyenko also repre- 
sent Leningrad In Soviet sport. 
Veronika Pershina and Marat 
Akbarov came second, and they 
could hardly do better at the 
given slate of preparation. They 
ware lot down by technical inac- 
curacies, specifically the male 
partner's fall. 

Kira Ivanovo is again on the 
podium with her fourth "Crystal 
Skate' 1 . A meritorious consist- 
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once. She really was the strong- 
est. The only ana who could ri- 
val her was Natalya Lebedeva. 
And she came second ultimately. 
Anna Kondrashova was third. 
Generally speaking, compared 
with iho other events women's 
singles were - below par. Perhaps 
It Is Just the start of the season. 

Let us not Judge them severely. ‘ 
Tha season Is a long one, ahead ,. 
are many responsible events, and . 
final conclusions will be drawn - 
on the strength' of them. Musco- 
vites say good-bye to the figure 
skaters until next year when the 
Jubilee, 20th "Moscow News" 
Prize contest will be held.

Trap for Pakistan 


tt has been announced in 
Islamabad that tho 4th five-year 
economic development plan 
begun some yaar and a hall ago 
has boon tomlnolod and rep- 
laced by a throe-year plan, in 
tho now economic programme 
tho goals aro reduced by ton to 
fifteen per cent. 

The Pakistan) press considers 
this as a failure of the ambitious 
plans ol tho present military 
regime. Specifically, the news- 
paper "Muslim" believes that 
this is a logical consequence lor 
a country which spends two- 
thirds of Its budget on military 
build-up and payment of debts, 
with the rest going Info Hie up- 
keep of Ihe repressive appara- 
tus. In fact al present the coun- 
try’s foreign cfebf Is more than 
IQ billion dollars, or 122 dolfari 
per every Pakistani 

Such Is the sthiatfen In Pakis- 
tan. Sul only four years age, 
when on Amerlcan-PakJstan! 
military- economic deal worth 
3,2 button dollars wh con- 
cluded, the Islamabad 1 regime 
assured Hie paopto that Amec- 
lean buttons would become Hie 
"life-blood” al the nation's 
economy. . 


Ihe past three years proved 
these were mere words. Pakistan 
Is shll at the bottom of the UN 
list of the world’s mosl back- 
ward states. Enormous amounts 
—received hem the USA— are 
spent on arming the Pakistani 
army and equipping It with the 
latest weapons, Including P-16 
flghtoc-bombers capable ol car- 
rying nuclear weapons. Washing- 
ton Is interested only In the 
militarization ol Pakistan The 
rest does not milter, 

In November President Reagan 
received the Pakistani foreign 
minister Yakub Khan In Wash- 
ington. However, their talks did 
not deal with the question as to 
how Pakistan should walk out ol 
Its economic dead-end. They 
failed about new military delive- 
ries to Islamabad, This was 
further confirmed by Ihe recenl 
vUH to Islamabad by Chairman 
of the joint Chiefs of Staff Ge- 
neral t. Vessey. 

Washington's emissaries are 
frequent guests In Hie Pakistani 
capital. Recently e delegation of 
Hie US Congress was mere. II 
reessucod Ihe military regime 
that the White House sees rela- 
tions with Pakistan as a corner- 


stone ol US foreign policy In the 
region. 

Events ol Hto Ihreo years since 
tho conclusion of the deal be- 
tween Washington end Islima- 
bad Irrefutably prove that Pakis- 
tan has bean turned Into a bridge- 
head for Joint Pentagon and 
CIA operations against Afghan- 
istan, India and countries ot the 
Indian Ocean basin, Ihe policies 
of which do now satisfy tho In- 
terests of US Imperial strategy.

According to experts they formed pari of the 
treasury of Armenian culture. 

As it appears they were being kept in the 
Armenian library of Parta where they arrived 
long ago from Couslontlnople. Having plundered 
fhe Paris collection of Armenian books Uie oc- 
cupants also moved them oul to Germany where 
the stolen values were Bhlfted from one placo lo 
another. Unrecognized, they arrived at long last 
to ihe capital of Byelorussia. 

Kept lu the Matenadaran are Uio oldest written 
cultural monuments — parchment fragments dal- 
Ing back to the 5Ui-0tb centuries, manuscripts of 
(he 6th- 10th aud subsequent centuries. Visitors 
can also see Iho biggest Armenian manuscript: 
"The Cefebrallon Book of Mush". It is 55.3 cm 
tong and 10.5 cm thick and weighs 27.5 kg. The 
smallest book— "Calendar"— weighs 19 grammes.

SECRET OF DOLPHINS’ SLEEP 

At the USSR Slate Committee 
for Inventions and Discoveries 
diplomas were recently awarded 
to some Soviet physiologists for 
unravelling tho mystery behind 
tho sleep of dolphins. The reci- 
pients, Btaff members of the In- 
stitute of the Evolutionary Mor- 
phology and Animal Ecology 
(USSR Academy of Sciences) 
discovered that the two hemi- 
spheres in the brain of the dol- 
phin do not sleep at the same 
time, but one after another. 

When one hemisphere of die 
animal's brain . la asleep the 
other is active, and then they 
change roles, says Doctor of Bio- 
logy Alexander Supln, one of 


the authors of Mils work. The 
hemisphere which Is awake en- 
sures the mobility necessary [or 
Uio dolphin's breathing. 

Dolphins. It turns out, do not 
dream. Paradoxically it was dis- 
covered that, unlike other higher 
animals and man, they do 

not have the two phases of 
sleep — the slow and the rapid 
— in which dreams occur, hut 
only the primary one. This Is an 
Important discovery since pre- 
vlously it was believed that a 
dream la a compulsory state of 
the brain, and the nervous sys- 
tem — a vital requirement of 
the organism. The dolphins have 
refuted all this. 

•Surprises awaited scientists In 
the study of the language of the 
dolphins. It turned out that, In 
communicating with each other 
they use several hundred diffe- 
rent signals, approximately as 
many as a man u*es words in 
everyday We. Their messages 
are arranged approximately in 
the same way as our speech, 
and the signals are something 
bigger in their meaning and in- 
formation content than our le- 
xis unit — the word. The dol- 
phin signal is something be- 
tween a word and a phrase.

More schoolchildren 
to attend 
extended classes 

A recent session of the USSR 
Supreme Soviet baa adopted a 
law on the stale plan loi the 
economic and social develop 
ment of the USSR in 19lT>. 
Among the twenty niiln Indices 
In Ihe plan envisaging iho rale 
of growth, one reads: The num- 
ber ol schoolchildren In schools 
and extended classes. Under Ilf' 
heading liicse are lo increase bv 
three pur cenl. which menus 'h-rt 
in ihe next S'lionl year, lire 
nimiter of schoolchildren at- 
lending extended classes will 
reach 13.3 million. 

First and foremost, the ad 
vantages of such classes ore ob- 
vious (or families In which all 
the grown-ups are at work on 
weekdays. Children attending 
the classes are taken rare of by 
teachers. There. Iboy hove their 
lunch, rest, lake lessons, and 
spend their spare time usrlully 
by participating In various activ- 
ities. 

This is also of advantage to 
the state, since extended classes 
afford mothers (especially those 
with children In Junior schooll 
the opportunity to dedicate more 
time to their work. 

Also of Importance Is the 
teaching of children in extended 
classes which makes teachers sep 
their pupils, talk to them, end 
help them develop their Interests 
and abilities. 

Soviet schoolchildren are 
maintained In Ihe classes liee of 
charge. Parents only pay token 
sums of money for Ihelr lunches. 
In many cases, this expenditure 
la token over by Industries, the 
state or collective farms.
